Mr. Best is attached as ethnologist to the staff of the Dominion Museum of Wellington, 
New Zealand. Possibly no living European has so profound a knowledge of old 
Maori customs and modes of thought, gained through long personal contact with the 
old-time natives. He has been awarded the Hector Memorial Medal of the New 
Zealand Institute, to whose Transactions for 191 5 he contributed two papers on the 
Maoris, which, with another by him on the same subject, were listed in the January 
Review (pp. 86-87). 



Mr. Kamban is an Icelandic dramatist who visited this country last year. He is one of 
the " four poets of the younger generation " of whom he speaks who, unwilling to be 
limited to the restricted audience which their own people afforded, have broken with 
tradition by taking up their abode in Copenhagen and writing in Danish or, bilingu- 
ally, in Danish and Icelandic. In his play " Hadda Padda," which had its first appear- 
ance in the Royal Theater of Copenhagen, he introduces a bird-catching scene on the 
sheer cliffs of his native land such as he describes it in the article. 



Mr. Camsell is a member of the staff of the Geological Survey of Canada, which he joined 
in 1904. He has on various occasions been engaged in exploratory work in the com- 
paratively unknown sections of northern Canada, accounts of which are laid down in 
the publications of the Survey — in 1904 in the headwater region of the Severn 
River, which empties into the southwestern part of Hudson Bay (Summary Repl. for 
1904); in 1905 up the Peel River, a left tributary of the lower Mackenzie (Repl. CC 
of Annual Repl. for 1904); in 1902 in the region west of the Slave River (Summary 
Rept. for 1 902); and in 1914 east of the Slave River (Memoir 84). 



Dr. Fleure, one of the foremost British exponents of human geography, is Professor of 
Zoology and Lecturer in Geography at the University College of Wales, Aberystwyth. 
He has concentrated his own geographical labors on Wales, for which study his uni- 
versity associations and his ten years' work on the Anthropometrical Survey of Wales 
have given him unusual opportunities. Dr. Fleure has also taken an active part in the 
" Regional Survey " movement, which aims to develop intensive study of local districts. 
He is secretary of the Geographical Association, the leading British organization of 
geography teachers.
